i. CUSTOMS UPON IMPORTATION AND EXPORTATION. 



i. RESOLVED, 

T HAT the feveral and refoedive Duties payable upon the Importation of 
Goods, Wares, and Merchandize, (not being the Growth, Produce, or Manu- 
facture, of Great Britain ,) into Ireland-, and upon the Exportation of any Goods, 
Wares, or Merchandize, Lorn Ireland-, and the feveral and refpedive Drawbacks, 
Allowances, and Bounties, paid or allowed upon the Importation or Exportation of 
Goods, Wares, or Merchandize, into, or from, Ireland — (Except the Drawbacks and 
Bounties, allowed by an Ad of this Seffion of Parliament, on Sugar exported from 
■Ireland-, and alfo, fave and except the Countervailing and other Duties, granted, by 
the Ads for the Union of Great Britain and Ireland, upon Goods and Commodities 
imported from Great Britain into Ireland, other than, the Duties on Salt, Coals, and 
Hops imported from Great Britain into Ireland, and the Countervailing Duties, 
granted, by the laid Ads of Union, on Beer, Silk Manufadures, Spirits, and Sugar; 
and alfo, fave and except the Drawbacks upon Goods exported from Ireland to Great 
Britain, granted and allowed by the faid Ads of Union) — Do Ceafe and Determine : — 
And, That the feveral and refpedive Duties, Drawbacks, Allowances, and Bounties 
following, be Paid and Allowed in lieu thereof ; — Viz.
